PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - A 
new scandal brewed in the city 
administration today following the 
forced resignation of a city em­ 
ploye in an alleged zoning shake­ 
down attempt. 
Kenneth L. Stein was ordered to 
quit his $5,700-a-year job as a 
lawyer in the Department of Col­ 
lections Friday. The order came 
in the wake of charges by a con 
tractor that several city employes 
demanded $2,500 last year in re 
turn for pushing a zoning change 
through city council. 
The dismissal of Stein brought 
to 14 the number of city officials 
and employes fired or forced to 
resign in connection with City Hall 
scandals in the last two months. 
Most of them grew out of payola 
and contract rigging disclosures 
involving a contractor who per­ 
formed work for the city, 
In a sworn affidavit filed in the 
law offices of U. S. Sen. Hugh D. 
Scott (R-Pa ), contractor Michael 
D’Amato named Stein among sev 
erat city employes who told him 
he must pay $2,500 before the zon­ 
ing ordinance went through coun­ 
cil, 
D’Amato, who wanted the change 
to clear the way for contraction 
of a service station, said he paid 
$350 of the demand ami informed 
the receivers he could not raise 
the remainder until the bill was 
approved. The bill eventually died 
in council committee. 
Mayor Richardson Diiworth an­ 
grily denounced the zoning shake- 
down charge as a “Republican 
pkrt.”

At a news conference attended 
by top administration officials, the 
mayor claimed there was abso­ 
lutely no foundation for the charge 
and branded D’Amato as “a young 
contractor who thinks he’s a big 
shot.”

from the streets by spacious 
lawns, giving the patients attrac­ 
tive outdoor views from their win­ 
dows as well as a restful garden 
courtyard, protected from the 
winds. 
Parking is ample. 
Oae-Story Building 
This one-story building, affords 
efficient operation for not being 
dependent on elevators and durn- * 
waiters. It also offers easier ac­ 
cess out in case of a catastrophe. 
The new wing is on the same 
level as. but is separated from 
the modernized west building by 
a fire wall. Yet the two buildings 
are so combined that if catastro­ 
phe were to strike either build­ 
ing, the patients could be easily 
wheeled into the other one, where 
they would still be out (rf the 
weather but would be protected 
by the fire wall and fire doors. 
The new budding is modern in 
architecture and fire-proof. Walls 
are of brick. Roof construction is 
of new type preformed slabs, 
which not only provide roof struc­ 
ture. but also insulation. Ceilings 
throughout the building are (rf fire­ 
proof acoustical tile. 
Steel Basie Structure 
The hospital’s basic structural 
system is steel and the steel is 
used even for the studs ct the 
minor interior partitions. The steel 
has been precut with openings 
through it. so that weaving plumb­ 
ing and electric lines through the 
partitions becomes simple. As 
medical technology changes over 
the years and it may become 
necessary to add other lines, the 
process will be simplified. 
The maternity suite was placed 
at the extreme end at the build­ 
ing for the safety of the mothers 
and infants. Thus traffic through 
that department is minimized and 
* as a result, the danger of con­ 
tamination by visitors are also re­ 
duced. 
Pediatrics has also been placed 
at the end of a wing, to isolate it 
and to guard against the spread 
of possible contagion. 
Bed Placement Plan 
The bed placement plan within 
the individual semi-private rooms 
is unusual. Instead of the conven­ 
tional arrangement, where two 
beds are placed side by side, the 
new building places beds on the 
opposite sides of the room, paral­ 
lel with the window and toeing 
each other. This has many de­ 
cided advantages. When curtains 
are drawn around either bed, the 
other bed st&l hat access to light 
mad air. It also means that visi­ 
tors have more privacy in talking 
to patients than is provided by 
the conventional bcd arrange­ 
ment It also makes it easier for 
patients to talk to each other. 
Within each room is a basin, so 


that even when the toilet room is 
occupied, a basin will still be 
available. Each room in the new 
building has an adjoining toilet 


Adequate Lockers 
Every patient has an adequate 
locker of a specially designed type, 
which enables clothes to hang 
properly. 
Utility and medicine rooms are 
of the most modern type, with 
steel cabinets, custom-made for 
the job. 
To protect the infants from in­ 
fection, the nurseries have been 
placed so that they are inacces­ 
sible to the public. However, a 
large window has been placed 
along the corridor. Through this 
window all babies can be seen. 
The nurseries have been provid 
ed with special indirect germici­ 
dal ultra 
-violet lamps to pro­ 
tect the infants health. At the 
same time all nursery ceilings 
were tinted blue, to prevent the 
ultra-violet rays* reflecting on to 
the infants, 
and “sunburning * 
them. 
All Nurseries hi View 
The adjoining nurse’s 
work 
room and her formula room are 
arranged for her Cb constantly 
have all nurseries in view, to 
make sure that all is going well. 
Parti tons within the department 
are all glazed, so that she can 
see from one nursery into anoth- 


e*In both tho operating suite and 
the delivery suite, arrangements 
have Been made to allow the doc­ 
tors to enter their dressing rooms 
from the non-sterile corridors and 
then, after changing to sterile 
garments, to leave by another 
door, arriving in the sterile areas. 
Both the suites have special static- 
proof resilient floor tile. which 
is not only a safety measure, 
but also makes the floor more 
comfortable for those who must 
stand on it for long periods. 
For Efficiency 
There is an adequate and large 
central supply department next 
to surgery for efficiency. In ad 
dition, both the delivery and sur­ 
gical suites have their own small 
sub-sterilizing rooms to use when 
necessary. All sterilizing is done 
by the newest type of high pres­ 
sure steam sterilizers. 
Large modern scrub-up sinks 
are provided outside the operat­ 
ing and delivery rooms. All ot 
them are leg-operated. Thus, the 
physician need not contaminate 
his banda as be turns the water 
on and off. 
A recovery room is located with­ 
ing the surgical suite so that post­ 
operative patients can get the in­ 
tensified care required, immediate­ 
ly following an operation. 
There is a large now labora­ 
tory, furnished with all the latest 
equipment.

j s the outstanding characteristic of 
the nurse call system. The push 
of a button — either by patient or 
by a nurse — activates the sys­ 
tem. 
When the patient requires at­ 
tention he merely depresses hts 
bedside call button This does the 
fo’lowing: sounds chime and il­ 
luminates annunciator signal light 
on nurse’s control station identify­ 
ing the patient calling; illumin­ 
ates corridor dome light above 
patient’s door; sounds buzzer and 
illuminates duty station iignts to 
notify the nurse that a patient 
has. ca IM. 
To reply, the nurse merely de 
presses the button to her control 
station corresponding to the sta­ 
tion calling. This connects nurse’s 
control station to patient’s call 
station, opening the line for di­ 
rect, two-way conversation; 
the 
patient's bedside call button is 
automatically reset at end of a 
conversation; the corridor dome 
light above the pateint’s door is 
extinguished; and the annunciator 
signal light on the nurse's control 
station 
is 
automatically 
extin­ 
guished, 
Tt»c patient enjoys remote op­ 
eration — he talks to the nurse 
without moving in bcd, without 
manual operation, without raising 
his voice or turning toward his 
call station. The nurse can listen 
in on every ill patient if neces­ 
sary. However, the patient’s call 
station has a switch which may 
be used to provide complete pri­ 
vacy when desired.

Scoblink Was Beloved By AU Who Knew Him 


Dr 
Herman Charles Scoblink 
born June 28. 1917, of Russian 
immigrant parents, was raised in 
Philadelphia. 
At the age of Vk he lost his 
left eye from a wound infection. 
During childhood, rheumatic fe­ 
ver left him with a permanently 
damaged heart. 
Scoblink, after graduating from 
Olney High School and a pre­ 
medical course at 
St. 
Joseph s 
College, on the advice of his phy­ 
sician, alKindoned his plans for a 
career in medicine and taught 
himself mechanical engineering. 
War Engineer 
During World War ll he work ­ 
ed as an engineer at Sperry Gyro­ 
scope and 
Massachusetts 
Insti- 
tue of Technology. 
A well-read man with ideas. 
Scoblink thought of using body 
freezing in surgery and a me­ 
chanical device to circumvent the 
heart during heart surgery. (An 
idea for a rotary engine was in 
process of being patented at the 
time of his death.) 
His interest in medicine, and 
a great empathy for people led 
him to return to his ambition to 
practice medicine.

During a brief hospitalization 
at the University of Pennsylvania 
Hospital, he met his wife, the 
former Miss Jean Welker, a pro­ 
bationer nurse. 
Dr. Scoblink was accepted as a 


student in the Los Angeles Col­

and Surgeons in 1950 and a year 
later married Miss Welker. 
In 1952. a son. Jonathan, w*as 
bom, followed by 
a 
daughter, 
Cyrile. 20 months later. 
Upon graduation in 1954, Dr. 
Scoblink 
obtained 
licenses 
to 
practice in Pennsylvania and New 
York, and moved with his family 
to Bristol. 
More Daughters 
In 1956 and 1959 daughters Deb­ 
orah and Susan were born. 
Dr. Scoblink was a member of 
the staff of the Delaware Valley 
Hospital and a member of the 
Pennsylvania American Osteopa­ 
thic Associations, Temple Shal­ 
om. and Ijevittown Civic Asso­ 
ciation and was 
physician 
for 
Levittown Fire Co. No, 2. He was 
instrumental

family, he was an inspiration to 
all and beloved by them and the 
many patients who were also his 
friends.
